Sec. 2. The new provisions of this act shall apply and be
effective only for the duration of the present existing war emerg-
ency and shall cease six months after the cessation of the hostilities
as determined by competent federal authority.

(AMENDING SECTION 3.10 MINNESOTA STATUTES 1941.)

An act relating to the compensation and mileage of members
of the Legislature, amending Mason's Supplement 1940 Sectwn

Section 3. Law amended.—Mason's Supplement 1940, Sec-
tion 35, is hereby amended to read as follows:

35. Compensation of members.—The compensation of mem-
bers of the House of Representatives of the Legislature oi! the
St;ite of Minnesota shall be $2000 for the entire term to which they
an: elected, payable as follows: $500 on the first day of February,
$500 on the first day of March, §500 on the first day of April of
the year in which the regular legislative session is held, and $500
on the last day of the regular legislative session; the compensation
of Senators of the Legislature shall be $4,000 for the entire term to
which they are elected, payable as follows: $500 on the first day of
February, $500 on the first day of March and $500 on the first day
of April of each year in which a regular legislative session is held,
and $500 on the last day of such regular legislative session; pro-
vided, however, that in the event of extra legislative sessions, mem-
bers of the legislature shall receive and be entitled to additional
compensation at the rate of $10.00 iper day for each day while so
engaged in extra session. Said additional compensation shall be
paid to the members of the Legislature every ten days and on the
last day during such extra legislative session.
